of deficiencies 
are less 
numerous 
than heretofore, less than a half doz­ 
en samples being classified as exces­ 
sively deficient in plant food. 
Many 
of the samples were found to analyze 
considerately' In excess of their guar 
antres, .jheraby assuring to the cus­ 
tomers all the plant food guaranteed 
upon labels or sacks. 
In one or two 
of the badly deficient samples pros­ 
ecutions have been necessary. 
■ There is still 
considerable room 
for improvement in the showing of 
complete information on sacks or a t­ 
tached cards, as in many shipments 
guarantees for total phosphoric acid 
were not given. 
In soma? cases th»- 
guarantees for nitrogen were om it­ 
ted and in others, especially in 
th** 
case o f potash salts and n itrate of 
soda, no labeling at all was found 
by the sampling agents.
